Titles (Ms., Mr., etc.) Do not use. Ms Smith Ann Smith

14. Click the document link in the View Document column to open your document and check that the correct 

document is attached and that it uploaded correctly. 

Note:  If necessary, repeat the steps to add another document.

16. Review the filing information for accuracy. 

17. Complete the Payment Information.   If you select Pay at Counter, you must pay within the required five (5)

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For Small Claims:  Serving the Original Notice and Appearance  

For a small claims case, an Answer and Appearance must be served with the Original Notice. 

Note: Be sure the status of the Original Notice is ‘Filed’ before printing the 

documents and taking them to the sheriff or process server. ‘Filed’ means a file 

stamp has been added to your documents and a case number has been 

assigned. 

When a civil or small claims case (not subject to Certified Mail Service) has been filed, the Original Notice is 

signed and returned by the clerk so it can be served on the defendants established on the case. 

1. On the eFile tab, select My Filings, or click My Filings on the home page to display a list of your 

filings. 

2. Click the Original Notice or Appearance and Answer link. 

 

1. Add the case number and print the documents. 

Note: Be sure the status of the Original Notice is ‘Filed’ before printing the 

documents and taking them to the sheriff or process server. ‘Filed’ means a file 

stamp has been added to your documents and a case number has been 

assigned. 

If you are filing a Forcible Entry and Detainer, the date of your hearing will be on the last page of the 

filed Original Notice. 

Note: The receipts, document links, and filing status details are preserved on 

the eFile system for 90 days.  It is best practice to save the documents for your 

record so it is accessible in the future.
